HEARST SPEECH ‘CANNED’ 
FOR UP-STATE FARMERS 


He Talks It and Gestures It Into 
Phonograph and Camera. 


A 12-CYLINDER HARANGUE 


The Absent-Treatment Candidate Will 
Be Projected in Sound and Shadow 
Before the Voters of the Re- 
moter Regions. 


A canned Hearst speech is the latest 
wrinkle in the up-State campaign of the 
Independence League’s editor-candidate. 
Mr. Hearst will try it on hamlets and vil- 
lages in remote sections of the State 
which he either will not have the time to 
visit or which his luxuriously appointed 
special train cannot reach for the reason 
that there is no railroad leading to them. 

Mr. Hearst's experiences at county fairs 
convinced him that a valiant effort would 
have to be made outside of the larger cities 
and towns to win the up-State farmers 
who were born into the Republican Party. 
Then somebody conceived the idea of 
reaching the voters with talking ma- 
chine records and moving pictures. 

Mr. Hearst, accompanied by one of his 
campaign managers, went to a talking- 
machine place in Broadway. He spent up- 
ward of an hour there closeted with a 
machine and a mechanician who changed 
the cylinders as the flood of Mr. Hearst's 
oratory required. Before he was through 


Mr. Hearst had used up a dozen cylinders. | 


On these are recorded the hottest parts of 
all the campaign speeches he has delivered 
so far. 

As Mr, Hearst talked at the grapho- 
phone against the trusts and other things 
a moving picture man caught Mr. Hearst's 
gestures, Within a very few days moving 
picture outfits by the dozen, together with 
talking machines and the cylinders con- 
taining Mr. Hearst's speeches will be sent 


up State in charge of reliable agents, who 


will visit all the out-of-the-way places, 
where a real campaign speech is rarely 
heard, even in a Presidential year, and 
where the farming population, practically 
cut off from all contact with the outer 


| world after the last Summer boarder has 


left, will gladly drive many miles to listen 
to a talking machine and see a moving 
picture show. Mr. Hearst's moving picture 
and talking machine shows will be free. 

The plan, it is said, was conceived by 
Arthur Brisbane, who writes editorials for 
Mr. Hearst. Mr. Brisbane’s mind is very 
active, and has no regard for the eight- 
hour law or the rules of labor organiza- 
tions. It gets to work sometimes after the 
whistle has blown, and on such occasions, 
when there is no stenographer at Mr. Bris- 
bane’s elbow, he talks off his editorials 
to a machine and brings the cylinder down 
to his editorial rooms for transcription the 
day after. 

Already--the- Hearst campaign agents 
have been asked to look out for suitable 
halls in the sections where it is intended 
to carry on a canned-speech campaign. 
Up in the Adirondack section, along the 
Canada border, and in certain sections of 
the Catskills; and up through Sullivan 
and Delaware Counties, though the latter 
are not very distant from this city, the 
railroad facilities are such that Mr. Hearst 
will not be able to visit them in person. 

In these regions there are large tracts 
where there is no railroad at all, and 
where the farmhouses are strung thinly 
along lonely country roads. The halls in 
the villages of these neighborhoods 
Mr. Hearst intends to utilize, and 
he will advertise the graphophone 
meetings widely through his {llustrat- 
ed weekly, which is being distrib- 
uted lavishly among the farmers. But in 
other places where there is no hall, Mr. 
Hearst's agents will set up their grapho- 
phone in a corner grocery and turn on 
2 Hearst speech whenever the village 
lights have tired of eating raisins. But 
the plan may be carried even further. In 
many farmhouses in the distant parts of 
the State there are talking machines 
which are kept to furnish entertainment 
in the long Winter nights by rendering the 
latest vaudeville hits. Cylinders contain- 


ing the music are circulated much as 
books from a circulating library, from a 
central exchange in the nearest town. By 
utilizing these agencies Mr. Hearst will be 
able to reach the very fireside with his 
arpa. . hi

CANNOT WED CO-RESPONDENT 


New Divorce Case Rule of a Philadel- 
phia Court.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 9.—Common 
Pleas Court No. 2 adopted a new rule to- 
day t6 the effect that divorced persons 
must not marry the co-respondents in 
their cases. This court has always been 
stricter than the other tribunals in its 
requirements relative to. divorce, and 
Judge Sulzberger is said to be sponsor for 
the new departure. 

Under the new rule, in cases where the 
charge is the statutory offense, counsel 





must submit a decree for the signature of j 


one of the Judges, in which it is agreed 
that the respondent shall not marry the 
co-respondent in the lifetime of the libel- 
lant. 

Heretofore it was customary for the 
court merely to enter a decree, or “ rule 
absolute,” and issue a certificate to the 
person obtaining the divorce. The new 
rule will, it is expected, come up at the 
next meeting of the Board of Judges, and

SERIOUS CAR SHORTAGE. 


Railroads East and West Unable to 
Handle the Fall Traffic. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—The congestion of 
freight traffic has increased so fast in 
the last several days that railway offi- 
cials fear they are soon to face a car 
blockade. Conditions on the eastern roads 
which have not only to handle the busi- 
ness which they originate, but have the 
crops of the West pouring in upon them 
for export, are naturally worst, but those 
on the Western lines are also rapidly be- 
coming extremely serious. With the ap- 
proach of Winter the movement of coal 
has swiftly grown heavier, aggravating 
the congestion, and traffic men say that 
they do not know what they will do for 
cars when the enermous crop of corn is 
ready for market, as it will be in a short 
time. 

A line belonging to one of the big East- 
ern systems to-day had orders for 4,235 
cars which it could not fill. The Pennsyl- 
vania proposes to give notice that for 
thirty-six hours it will receive no consign- 
ments from the Pittsburg district, so it 
may partially clear the tracks of cars 
that have accumulated on its lines weet. 
|The Hill lines have just had to give no- 
{tice that for the present they will be 
fumable to receive further consignments 
}of lumber from Washington east. 

The roads are daily being flooded with 
letters from shippers complaining because 
they cannot get cars. 


OFFER FOR FAMOUS RUINS, 


American Wants to Buy the Remains 
of Glastonbury Abbey. 


| LONDON, Oct. 9.—It is announced that 
ithe famous ruins of the Abbey at Glaston- 
; bury, Somerset, are in the market, and 
i that an offer for them has been received 
from the United States. 


The ruins of the abbey, founded in the 
sixth century, constitute the chief interest 
lof Glastonbury for visitors. The first 
English Christian Church is said to have 
lbeen built by that town. According to 
l legend, it was founded by Joseph of Ari- 
| mathea, who stopped to rest at Glaston- 
| bury and placed his staff in the ground. 
{It took root, and from it sprang the fam- 
{ous Glastonbury thorn, which, according 
Ito popular superstition, blossomed every 
Christmas Day. The original thorn was 
destroyed by the Puritans, /but grafts 


from it exist. 

Of the once magnificent abbey, which 
covered sixty acres, the only remains are 
parts of the abbey church, withtheroofless 
chapels of St. Joseph,and St. Mary, and 
|the Abbot’s kitchen. These buildings were 
| begun in the reign of Henry II, and were 
l finished about a century after his death. 
They are fine specimens of early and 
transitional arcnitecture, 


NO EQUALITY FOR JEWS YET. 


Russian Premier Says the Duma Will 
Have to Decide the Question. 
Special Cable to Tuk New-York Timps. 
PARIS, Oct. 9.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Journal has had 
an interview -with Premier Stolypin in 
the course of which he asked: “‘ Can the 
Jews in Russia hope to obtain com- 

plete freedom?” 

In reply M. Stolypin said that was a 
question which only the representa- 
tives of the Russian Nation could an- 
swer. To give to the Jews the right to 
buy land and circulate freely through- 
out Russia would in practice create a 
very grave state of affairs and for the 
Ministry alone to reach a decision in 
this matter would be regarded by the 
people as a usurpation of their rights. 

The Duma, said the Premier, would 
have to pronounce on this matter and 
in the meanwhile all laws hurtful to the 
Jews would be attentively examined 
by the Ministerial Council, which de- 
sired to treat the Jews with justice. 

The Jews, said M. Stolypin, would in 
the end appreciate these efforts.

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INDICTED FOR REBATING 


New York Central and D. L. & 
W. Named by Federal Jury. 


THEIR AGENTS INCLUDED 


Big Steamship Line Also Accused— 
Criminal Trial of the Central to 
be Called To-day. 


The Federal Grand Jury appeared be- 
fore Judge Houga, in the Criminal Branch 
of the United States Circuit Court, ycs- 
terday, and handed up several indict- 
ments, the result of its Summer labors 
But eight of the indictments were made 
public, and these haq to do with the in- 
vestigations inaugurated early last Spring 
by United States District Attorney stim- 
son and Assistant United States District 
Attorney Wise, inquiring into violations 
of the Elkins anti-rebating act, which it 
was alleged were prevalent throughout 
the State among the common carriers 
handling westbound traffic. 

True bills were returned earlier in the 
Summer against the New York Central 
Railway 
granting of rebates to the Sugar Trust 
The indictments returned at that time, 
neven in number, included in addition t« 
the Central, the latter's Vice President

Guilford and Frederick Pomeroy, the 
American Sugar Refining Company, the 
American Sugar Refining Company of 
New York, a subsidiary concern, and C. 
Goodloe Edgar and Edwin Earle. Messrs, 

Earle and Edwin are the largest West- 
ern jobbers of sugar, located in Detroit. 
One indictment names Messrs. Guilford, 

Pomeroy, Earle, and Edgar, and charges 

them with conspiracy, under a separate 
section of the Federal Statutes, which 
carries, with it a penal punishment upon 
canviction; violations of the Eikins anti- 

Rebating act alone being punishable only 
by fine. This indictment was dismissed by 

the Federal courts upon a demurrer in- 
terposed in their behalf. To the rematn- 
jing six indictments pleas of not guilty 
were made, and the accused admitted to 

bail. 

The first trial under the original indict- 
ments will be called this morning, when 
{the New York Central Railroad will, as a 
{ corporation, be brought before the bar of 
; the Criminal Branch of the United States 
| Cireuit Court, charged with granting re- 
bates to the American Sugar Refining 
Company. It is not likely that Judge 
Hough will do anything more to-day than 
set a date for the trial of the case, which 
will probably be fixed for Monday. 

The indictments handed up yesterday 
were returned at various times during the 
Summer, but none was made public until 
yesterday. It is understood that the vari- 
ous corporations and individuals named 
have been notitiedp-and that-a-day will be 
fixed upon shortly when all will formally 
appear and plead to the bills returned 
against them.

It is based not upon a 
sincere desire to remedy that which 
should be remedied, but upon a desire to 
make a propaganda long continued sude 
cessful in the elevation to office of the 
one who has been responsible for it. 


Onslaught on Our Institutions, 


‘Now, it is at a time like this when 
things have been done, when reforms 
have been achieved, when the demands of 
the people have found expression upon

the Hearst organization or to accepting 
any beneffts that might be derived from 
deals with it. 

“The situation is much different from 
last year. This year Hearst is at the 
head of the Democratic ticket, and he 
would even indorse a Republican to gain 
his object. I say that we had better 
meet defeat without Hearst's support 
than to win victory with it.” 

Mr. Woodruff said that the first pro- 
posal for a deal came to him some time 
ago by an Indirect emissary for the 
Hearst league. This emissary suggested

| Cuurt Sustains Jerome on Old Ques- 
ition, but the Lawyer Wen’t Go to Jail. 


The Court of Appeals handed down a 
decision yesterday declaring that Abra- 
| ham H. Hummel was not entitled to a 
|release on bail, pending the result of his 
| application for a certificate of reasonable 
|doubt. This, of course, does not mean 
that Hummel must now go to jail, for he 
obtained the certificate of reasonable 
doubt in January last. 

After Hummel had ‘been convicted of 
conspiracy in connection with the Dodge-

TOMS RIVER, N. J., Oct. 9.—The feat- 
ure of the testimony to-day at the trial 
of Dr. Frank Brouwer, who is accused of 
the murder of Carrie Brouwer, his wife, 
by poison and ground glass, was the testi- 
|mony of Prof. Frederick Genth of Phil- 
delphia, the expert chemist, who exam- 
j}ined the organs taken from Mrs. Brouw- 
er’s body. 

‘Some of Dr. Genth’s testimony was 
looked upon by the friends of the prisoner 
as distinctly favorable to him. In testify- 
ing about the jars in which the organs 
| had been d, he admitted that par- 
| ticles of glass found by him on the out- 





broken off the jar in putting on or taking 
off the cover. He had previously testified 
to finding particles of glass in the intes- 
tines. 

Dr. Henry Cattell of Philadelphia, whe 
performed the autopsy on Mrs. Brouwer’s 
body, said he could not fing the usual 
traces of death from natural causes. The 
woman, he continued, might have died 
|}from arsenic poisoning, but he was not 
positive. 
| When the court convened County Prose- 
;cutor Brown described the death of Mrs. 
Brouwer. He said that on Sept. 14 she 
| was taken ill with violent pains and vom- 
| iting. These were all the symptoms of 
poisoning, he continued, and no other 
; person but Dr. Brouwer attended his wife 
jon that asion. Subsequently Mrs. 
| Brouwer was seized with similar pains, 
'and a nurse was called in. ~ Dr. Brouwer 
absented himself from his home, after 
giving the nurse some medicine for his 
iwife. The medicine did not have the ef- 
| fect expected, Mr. Brown continued, and 
| the nurse called in other physicians, 
| der whose care Mrs. Brouwer recovered.

Sunday night Dr. Brouwer relieved the 
nurse and assumed the care of his wife 
| himself. Early the next morning the 
| nurse was called by Dr. Brouwer, and

Prof. Genth testified that he had placed 
the organs taken from Mrs. Brouwer's 
body in three jars and had made two 
| separate tests, both showing the presence 
|

|; of acid in the organs. In the liver he 
| found 47-100 of a kilogram or arsenic, or 
| 00957 of a grain by English measure. He 
said he had also found eight 
pieces of glass, varying in size from a 
pinpoint to a little larger than a pinhead 
in the intestines, and one or two pieces 
of glass’ outside of the intestines. 

A glass. tube, in which were the pieces 
of glass he said he had found in the in- 
testines, was placed in evidence. Dr. 
Brouwer examined it with much interest 
with a microscope. ; 

Dr. Genth said the glass found in the 
}organs might have come from the jars in 
| which they had-been placed, and he had 
|made a careful examination of the jars 
to ascertain if such could be the ease. Dr. 
Marshall, another physician, while putting 
lon and taking off the covers of the jars, 
ifound that particles cf glass fell into the 
| jars. Then Dr, Genth found on the out- 
iside of the stomach three particles of 
| glass that had undoubtedly been broken 
|off the jar. 
| ‘The question of the kind of embalming 
i\fluid used in preparing Mrs. Brouwer’s 
| body for burial was considered. Dr, Genth 
|said he had analyzed the fluid, but failed 
|to find any arsenic in it.

BAN ON HIGH EXPLOSIVES. | 
Bureau of Combustibles to Close Fac- 
tories If Law Is Not Obeyed. 


Acting Chief Franz S. Wolf of the Bu-} 
reau of Combustibles, said yesterday that | 
the department intended to put a stop | 
to the use and manufacture of high ex-| 
plosives in New York City. Firecrackers | 
containing high explosives, such as chlor- 
ate of potash and sulphide of antimony, 
are forbidden. Bombs longer than three 
inches will not be permitted in future. 

There are five factories making fire-| 
crackers and bombs in the two in | 
Brooklyn, and three in Queens. All five 
have been notified that if the manufac- | 
ture of the proscribed articles is not in- 
stantly stopped the factories will be closed 
up. The law confers this power.

Phelps promises to continue the reading 
during the greater part of to-morrow’s 
session. 

In brief, Mr. David told the jury that 
the Standard Oil Company became a trust 
in 1882, and, although it had several times

| Contract Issued. 


WORK NOT TO BE DIVIDED 


| Offers to be Expressed In Terms of 
Percentage Upon the Estimated 


7 Cost of Construction. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Invitations for 

proposals to complete the Panama Canal 
were issued to-day by the Canal Commis- 
sion. The form of contract under which 
the work is to be done was made public 
by Chairman Shonts, who also gave out a 
letter written to the Secretary of War giv- 
; ing the commission's reasons for letting 
the work out. 

The contract provides that each bidder 
must undertake the entire work of con- 
struction. No bar will be offered to cor- 
porations associating in the undertaking, 
but they must be legally organized into a 
single body with which the Government 
can deal. Bidders will not be considered 
who do not have available capital of $5,- 
000,000. A certified check for $200,000 is 
required with each proposal and a bond of 
$3,000,000 will be required from the suc- 
cessful bidder. The bidding is not limited 
to American contractors. All proposals 
are to be in before noon Dec. 12, when 
they will >%e opened. 

Proposals are to be expressed in terms 
of percentage upon the estimated cost of 
construction, which is to be fixed by a 
board of five engineers, three represent- 
ing the Government and two represent- 
ing the contractor. The chief engineer of 
the Canal Commission is to be Chairman 
of the engineering board. The engineer- 
ing board will also estimate a reasonable 
time for the completion of the canal, and 
will agree upon a system of premiums 
and penalties to be paid to the contractor 
according as the work is completed with- 
in or beyond the estimated cost and time. 
All the Government plant for actual con- 
struction work, including the railway, is 
to be placed at the disposal of the con- 
tractor, and is to be maintained by the 
Government. 

The contract specifies that the commis- 
sion is to retain control of all engineering 
, work in connection with the construction 
|} of the canal, also all municipal engineer- 
ing, the police, sanitary, hospital, and 
commissary departments, mess houses, 
quarters, construction, and maintenance 
of buildings, the operation of the Panama 
| Railway, an auditing department to which 
| the contractor’s accounts are to be open,

Sixty days after the signing of the con-

SNOW LESSENS ATTENDANCE

Two “ Star” Companies, and a Musical 
Liability-Dodger, too. 


From Yesterday's Brooklyn Eagle. 
Mr. Hearst is a very wealthy man, but his 
corporations are very poor, if the statements of 
Clarence J. Shearn, Secretary of the corpora- 
tlons and Mr. Hearst’s general counsel, are to 
be taken as correct. * * * A reporter for 


| The Eagle this morning verified Mr. Hughes’s 


suspicions that neither the Star Company, 
which publishes The New York American, The 
New York Evening Journal Company, nor Das 
Mcrgen Journal Association pays taxes on the 
personal property, including all equipment and 
taxable holdings outside of real estate owned 
by these corporations. 

Star Company of New Jersey—let no one call 
it ‘‘The”’ Star Company in a jegal proceed- 
ing—is not The Star Company that publishes 
The New York American. Star Company, 
without the prefix ‘‘ The,’’ is the big It, with 
{ts charter reposing in the archives at Trenton 
along with that of the United States Steel Com- 
pany, one of the biggest trusts in the world, 
but though it holds the stock of the Hearst 
newspaper corporations in New York, !t does 
not pay a cent of taxes here, either to the 
State or to the city. * * ® 

Just when the Star Company, which pub- 
lishes The New York American, was organized 
could not be learned In a hurried search to- 
day. That such a company does publish The 
American is the statement made by Clarence 
J. Shearn in his demand on the Board of Elec- 
tions for the election advertising for that and 
Mr. Hearst's other papers. / 

On April 22, 1897, a special meeting of the 
stockholders of the Star Company was held at 
162 Nassau Street to increase the number of 
Trustees from three to five. Just before then 
Mr. Hearst had succeeded E. H. Clarke, agent 
of the Hearst estate, as President. The min- 
utes of this meeting, on file in the New York 
Céunty Clerk’s office, show that there were 
present C. M. Palmer, 1 share; E. H. Clarke, 
1 share; S. 8. Carvalho, 1 share; W. R. 
Hearst, by proxy of C. M. Palmer, 9,906 
shares. This bears out the statement of Mr. 
Hughes that Mr. Hearst owned all but a few 
of the shares. 

The New York Evening Journal Publishing 
Company was incorporated April 3, 1897, with 
only $10,000 capital stock, with Edward Clarke, 
Charles M. Palmer, and Solomon S. Carvalho 
as Directors. If Mr. Hearst’s name appears 
in this company he has gone in it since, 

Besides a separate company owning the 
wagons and horses of the Hearst newspaper de- 
livery system, Mr. Hearst has other companies. 
One of them is the Exchange Music Publishing 
Company. * * * 

‘* People would suppose that The New York 
American publishes the music that goes with 
Its Sunday supplement,’’ said a lawyer this 
morning, ‘‘ but such is not the case. Suppose 
some of the people who write this music should 
infringe on copyright music. ~ Whom do you sup- 
pose the man holding the copyright would sue? 
The American, of course, but he would be met 
with the answer that the Exchange Music Pub- 
lishing Company was the pubilsher of the 
music.”’ 

Neither The New York Evening Journal Pub- 
lishing Company, Das Morgen Journal Asso- 
clation, nor the Exchange Music Publishing 
Company holds a State charter, so far as the 
records of the Secretary of State show. The 
New York American Company was incorporated 
at Albany Dec. 26, 1905, with three Directors 
to hold office only until the first annual meet- 
ing. The Directors are Milton S. Guiterman, 
Clarence J. Shearn, and G. B. Townsend.

THE TINDER BEDS OF SOCIETY 


Quench the Campfires of Careless: 


Sport and Exploitation in Time. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“If the forces arrayed against us in this 
contest * * © can carry this State * * * it 
will light a fire which will sweep from Maine 
to California.’’—Lieut. Gov. Bruce at Columbia 
University, Oct. 5. 

More searching and inexorable than the 
most heartless competition of industrial 
civilization are the intense competition and 
struggle for life among the trees of a 
forest. Its dark places are filled with 
perishing weaklings and its floor is 
strewn with the inflammable wreckage of 
the forest failures. Under the short- 
sighted and narrowly selfish policy that 
has been generally pursued by the men 
controlling the destinies of American for- 
ests this inflammable material has vastly 
Increased and has been recruitéd not only 
from the weaklings, the diseased, the un- 
fit, but in untold amount from the 
healthy, serviceable members of the under 
classes—the promise of the future—de- 
stroyed with utter carelessness in the 
blind pursuit of immediate cash returns. 
The wreckage, moreover, has been con- 
centrated in particular Idcalities where 
the destructive activities have been most 
reckless of the future. And among these 
tinder beds the makers of them have car- 
ried contemptuously the camp fires of 
careless sport and exploitation. 

Again and’again the Inevitable has hap- 
pened. The deadwood has caught fire, 
and In the heat of conflagration the vigor- 
ous, growing trees, full of the sap of suc- 
cessful life and quite without inflammable 
tendency, have been scorched, maimed, 
and stripped of their fertile leafmold—the 
accumulated capital of long generations 
of forest. If the conflagration be severe 
enough they are themselves converted, 
group after group, into deadwood to be- 
come in turn added fuel to the flames, till 
the whole forest vanishes in irreparable 
black ruin and sterility. 

The conditions favorable to such a con- 
flagration dre known to all men, but 
their existence is ignored until the fire 
starts; and even when the smoke is seen 
rising from a neighboring hillside men 
are apt to go cn about their daily rou- 
tine, on the chance that there may not be 
enough inflammable material in that par- 
ticular locality or at that particular sea- 
son to make “a real bad fire,’’ or in the 
hope that some one else with a stronger 
sense of duty to the community and less 
pressing daily occupations will go over 
and put out the blaze. When the blaze 
does spread, and the whole country is 
afire these same men, aroused at last to 
the situation, will turn out and fight with 
tireless energy and devoted bravery for 
the preservation of their homes, just as 
they would give their lives for their coun- 
try when confronted with the issue of a 
great war. 

New York contains among itg teeming 
population a terrible admixture of unsuc- 
cessful and suppressed individuals, dis- 
couraged, discontented, and inflammable, 
bitterly needing light and air and the op- 
portunity upon which success must wait; 
and among these people the flame is be- 
ing spread by selfish exploiters, by benev- 
olent fools, and by criminal incendiaries. 

Every one can read the danger signals; 
but thousands are postponing the incon- 
venience and loss of interrupting their 
daily work to join the fighters in the heat 
and smoke, hoping that the wind will 
shift or that those already on the fire 
line will be enough to control the danger 
this time. 

As long as our civilization makes and 
accumulates such inflammable wreckage, 
instead of giving each individual the op- 
portunity for success and putting the fail- 
ures out of the reach of fire, so long will 
the danger be with us. And no matter 
how often there be a false alarm, no 
matter how often the blaze proves to be 
a@ mere ground fire among the trash, yet 
if the great catastrophe is to be prevent~ 
ed no man can @fford to hesitate a mo- 
ment when he sees the red flame rising. 
Other civic duties may be postponed now 
and then, but the duty is now insistent 
upon every sane and thinking citizen of 
New York to put aside his private busi- 
ness and his pleasure for the sake, nov 
merely of helping in the election of 
Hughes and the defeat of Hearst, but of 
bringing permanent enlightenment to 
some of the men who are now susceptible 
to the persuasion that a man like Hearst 
employs. oO.

AN OFT-REPEATED TALE DENIED. 


How the “Little Church Around the 
Corner” Really Got its Name, 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Whenever theré is a special service at 
the Church of the Transfiguraflon—better 
known by the public as the “™ Little 
Church Around the Corner "—reporters for 
the daily papers exhume the hoary old 
falsehood to the effect that when George 
Holland, an actor, passed from earthly 
life his friends who applied to a clergy- 
man to read the burial service over the 
remains were told that they would better 
go to the little church around the corner, 
as the clergy of that church to which ap- 
plication was made would not minister 
at the funeral of an actor. 

The facts were these, as I wrote down 
an account of the occurrence at the time 
from the lips of the then rector of the 
Church of the Transfiguration: Holland’s 
friends, knowing that he had béen bap- 
tized and confirmed in the Church of 
England, applied to the rector of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which was 
nearest to the place in which Holland's 
remains were resting.

But he could not at that 
time hold services in his church, because 
the interior was filled with scaffolding, 
as painting was going on, and the com- 
municants were attending services at Dr. 
Houghton’s church. This rector accom- 
panied the friends of Holland to the rec- 
tory ‘of the Church of the Transfiguration, 
and at the service he was within the 
sanctuary and read the lesson taken out 
of the New Testament that is appointed 
for the office.

ROME, Oct. 9.~The Marchesa del Gril- 
lo, better known as Adelaide Ristori, the 
celebrated Italian actress, died early this 
morning, aged 84 years. She had been 
suffering from pneumonia for some time. 
Just previous to her death she had a 
vision of her past triumphs. She said she 
always. cherished her visits to America 


{as the happiest recollections of her career.

Alexandre ‘Dumas, afterward one of her 
warmest personal friends; Théophile Gau- 
tier, Pierangelo Fierentino, and Jules Ja- 
nin were among the critics who wel- 
comed her with appreciative notices when 
she made her first appearances in France, 
at a time when the great Rachel was in 
her ascendancy, and when the Italian act- 
ress’s advent was looked upon by many as 
a direct challenge to the favorite.

Adelaide Ristori was born at Civita de 
Friuli, Italy, in 1822, both her parents be-| 
ing members of Civicchi's company of} 
strolling players. She was first carried on |

months old.

At 4 years uf age she be-| 
came a regular member of the company, 
and continued to play children’s parts un- 
til her twelfth year, when she was en- 
gaged as a soubrette by the celebrated 
factor and manager, Moncalvo. = two 
years later she was intrusted with the} 
jeading réle in “ Francesca di Rimini,” | 
and acquitted herself so well that within 
a year she had become a member of the 
stock company under the patronage of the 
King of.Sardinia and the especial favorite 
of thé leading actress of that troupe, 
Charlotte Marchionni, from whom_ she 
received invaluable instruction. When 
Marchionni retired, in 1842, Adelaide Ris- 
tori succeeded to her position. 

In 1846 Adelaide Ristori was married 
to the Marquis Capranica del Grillo, de- 
spite the violent opposition of his noble 
family, and temporarily retired from the 
stage. Not long afterward, however, she 
appeared at a benefit and was acclaimed 
with such enthusiasm that even her hus- 
band’s family was persuaded to permit 
her to resume her professional career. 
Her reappearance occurred at Rome, in | 
1849, during the siege, but it was not till} 
the following year that she resumed play- 
ing actively. Her first attempt at trag- 
edy, in which she was to discover her 
great genius, was made about this period 
in the réle of Myrrha. 

Ristori made her Parislan début in 1855 
at the Italian Opera House, opening with | 
“Francesca,” and her renown may be 
said to date from the'night of that presen- 
tation. Her success was so instantaneous 
as to excite the bitter jealousy of Rachel, 
whose premature decline was then becom- 
ing apparent to the public. A medal was 
struck in her honor, and the Emperor 
Napoleon presented her with a magnifi- 
cent bracelet. For five years she con- 
tinued to appear in Paris at the ThéAtre|} 
Italien, from time to time making a tour 
in some foreign country. 

Adelaide Ristori, with her own com- 
any, made her first trip to the United 
Btates {in 1866, giving her first perform- 
ance under the management of Grau on 
Sept. 20, in New York City. This début 
was made in the character of Medea. 
During this visit she gave 549 perform- 
ances, earning a fortune both for herself 
and her manager. Her tour included the 
srincipal cities as far south as New Or- 
co and as far West as St. Louis. 

The following r she returned to this 
country and opened at the French Thea- 
itre, in Fourteenth Street. Her next visit | 
was in 1875, in February of which year she | 
arrived and played in the leading cities 
until the early part of the following May. 
In April, 1875, when performing Medea at

The heads of the league assert that the 
tuition fee is to be used in paying in- 
structors for the classes, and that the 
proposition is not a money making 
scheme. They hope to get the gymna- 
siums on the strength A the clause in 
the by-law, ‘“‘unless by the authority of 
the Board of Education,” 

Miss Jessie H. Bancroft, Chairman of 
the Committee on Work for Teachers of 
the Girls’ Branch of the Public Schools 
Athletic League and an Assistant Director 
of Physical Training in the schools, said: 

“‘ Every year I meet thousands of teach- 
ers who are worn out and tired. They 
need exercise. I see the graduates of the 
training schools, who are young and 
fresh, become teachers in the regular 


| schools, and in a year they are old looking 


and tired. Proper exercise is something 
the people of this city do not take.”

Archbishop Bond, Though 91, Attended | 


to His Duties Till the End Came. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 9.—Archbishop Bond, | 


Primate of all Canada of the Anglican 


Church, died here early to-day. Though 
not in the best of health, he had been 
able to attend to his duties up to the last. 
He was 91 years of age. 

Archbishop Bond received his education 
in public and private schools in Cornwall 
and London, and at an early age emi- 
grated to Newfoundland, where he stud- 
ied for the ministry.

The report of the Pacific Mail Steam-

30 was issued yesterday. The delay in

| ords in the San Francisco fire. The loss 
to the company by the earthquake and 
fire of last April was estimated by the 


management of the company at $148,546. | 


Part of this loss may be recovered, the 
report states, but meanwhile the entire 
| smount has been written off against last 
| year’s income. 

The gross earnings were $5,724,337, 
compared with $5,775,782 in 1905. Despite 
| the falling off in gross there was an in- 


crease of more than $400,000 in expenses, 

| reducing the net earnings for the year to 
| $828,980, compared with $1,295,011 for the 
| previous year. The surplus for the year 
| Was $282,884. 


The decrease in the earnings from the| 


operation of steamers resulted, the report 

| states, from a diminution of traffic fol- 
lowing the cessation of hostilities between 
Russia and Japan: the opening of addi- 
tional competitive lines, the Chinese boy- 
cott of American yoods, and also to some 
extent to the loss of traffic incident tc 
the San Francisco fire.

Mr. Olcott arrived a few minutes 
later and took his seat near his client 
The Coronér’s address made the jurors 
prick up their ears. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” he said, “‘ this, 
is a clegr case of murder.

No one else thinks it is a mur- | 
der, but I do, and I will show you here 
this morning that I am right. The man 
who did the deed will appear as a witnes:
